PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
TO SHAKE UP CABINET 


SCORES PROGRAM 
OF PAST 7 YEARS

NEW YORK* May 
23—De­ 
terioration of the nation’s mili­ 
tary establishment was charged 
directly to the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration today by Ernest T. 
Weir, president of the American 
Iron and Steel Institute annual 
general meeting in New York. 
At the .same time, Weir urged, 
non-participation 
by 
the 
United 
States in the European w a r— unless 
this hemisphere is invaded — and 
warned that the war’s end would 
iind all belligerent nations using 
totalitarian economic methods to re­ 
capture 
markets lost 
to 
neutral 
countries during the conflict. 
On 
the 
nation’s 
preparedness 
status, Weir said: 
‘ For seven vears, the adm inistra­ 
tion has had at hand everything 
necessary for the building of real 
defense. Billions have been appro­ 
priated for this purpose. What has 
been done with them. Why, after 
spending all this money, do our mil­ 
itary and naval establishments lack 
modern 
weapons, equipment and 
material? 
Why 
have our armed 
forces not been trained in methods 
of modern warfare? 
Administration “Did Nothing.” 
In the first yea" of the Roosevelt 
administration. 
Weir said, 
Harry 
Hopkins, as civil works adm inistra­ 
tor. was given the bulk of a $3.300,- 
000,000 
federal 
appropriation 
for 
“raking leaves.” Ii? added: 
“W ithin the pali year, men who 
knew from experil ce in the previ­ 
ous war how poor?/ the country was 
prepared from both military and in­ 
dustrial standpoints, urged that the 
adm inistration take immediate and 
effective steps to build a real de­ 
fense system. Again the adminis­ 
tration did nothing.” 
On the question of America’s par­ 
ticipation in the current war, Weir 
said: 
“Only one reason can justify war 
from America—jeopardy to the in­ 
tegrity and independence of the 
United States or invasion of this 
hemsphere.” 
Weir levelled a charge of “provok­ 
ing bad foreign relations” at the 
administration, recalling President 
Roosevelt’s “quarantine” speech in 
1937 at Chciago and declaring: 
“He has been outspoken in his 
opinions regarding the European 
controversy. He st ems to have com­ 
pletely forgotten that the Monroe 
Doctrine is a two-way proposition. 
It not only declares our opposition 
to foreign aggression in this hem­ 
isphere but pledges us not to inter­ 
meddle with European affairs.

Details of the latest fighting were 
contained in an official high com­ 
mand communique issued by the 
British war office. 
Attacks Unsuccessful 
“The Germans attacked the Es­ 
caut position at many places with­ 
out success, except near Ardenarde, 
where they forced a crossing (of the 
Schelde river). 
“In the Arras sector there was 
fierce 
fighting. 
We 
successfully 
maintained our positions on this 
flank of the gap between Arras and 
Bapaume «to the south). 
“Through this gap the enemy suc­ 
ceeded in passing armored elements 
followed by motorized units which 
succeeded in reaching the neighbor­ 
hood of the coast. 
“Steps are being taken to guard 
vital points against these detach­ 
ments. 
“There was much air activity in 
northeastern France. German bomb­ 
er 
reconnaissance 
aircraft 
being 
shot down by anti-aircraft batteries 
and small arms fire.” 
Much Air Activity 
The air ministry issued a commu­ 
nique describing activities of the 
British air force. 
It said: 
"Royal air force bombers con­ 
tinued to harass enemy columns in 
northern France yesterday. 
Fight­ 
ers also were heavily engaged thru- 
out the day. 
“During the night enemy commu­ 
nications were heavily bombed in 
the Sedan area and in southern Bel­ 
gium while further attacks were 
made in Germany on railroads car­ 
rying military traffic toward the 
battlefield.” 
It was authoritatively emphasized 
that the situation remains very 
grave for the allies. The map clear­ 
ly shows that allied communications 
must be endangered and that gaps 
do exist betwen the allies armies, 
giving German armored forces the 
opportunity to cruise about and cut 
communications as well as destroy 
key points. 
While the situation as a whole was 
still confused, it is known that in 
the course of one British offensive 
action yesterday a large number of 
German tanks were destroyed. 
In 
this operation alone 300 Germans 
were killed and 400 made prisoner.

Germany’s own interest in south­ 
eastern Europe lies primarily in Ru­ 
mania’s oil—vitally needed by its 
1 ighly mechanized armv and air 
force. 
Berlin is understood not to 
have territorial ambitions farther 
south. 
However, the Reich is said to have 
promised Russia territorial gains in 
the west and Italy the right to ex­ 
pansion in the Balkans in return for 
their support. 
It has been some­ 
what embarrassing to Berlin to find 
that its allies in the east and south 
are in danger of fighting between 
themselves. 
Russia’s Aims 
Russia 1«? interested in regaining 
Bessarabia, the slice of Rumanian 
territory it lost after the first World 
war. and possibly in pushing its 
western boundary to the natural 
fiontier afforded by the Transyl­ 
vanian Alps. 
Rumania's oil fields 
lie just south of these mountains 
Russia, however, has adequate oil. 
and probably would be willing to 
grant these fields to Germany in 
return for support of Moscow’s other 
territorial ambitions. In addition to 
Bessarabia, these are understood 4o 
include the rounding out of its fron­ 
tier in the Carpatho-Ukraine, now 
controlled by Hungary. 
The real clash of ambition, then, 
is not between Moscow and Berlin, 
but between Moscow and Rome 
Any conflict between the latter two 
would be upsetting to Germany, 
which is interested in cooperating 
with both. 
Therefore some observers believe 
Rome may be persuaded by Berlin 
to forget—for the moment—its am ­ 
bitions in the Balkans and strike di­ 
rectly at France to gain the French 
possessions coveted 
by 
Mussolini 
These include Tunisia, DJibuti, Nice. 
Savoy and a share in control of the 
Suez canal.

neutral nations have appointed military officers to similar duty. 
The treaty provides for this impartial investigation. 
It also pre­ 
scribes the immediate sending ot the names of captives to the 
International Red Cross Committee so that they can be removed 


from their governments* rolls of “ missing in action.” 


The names of more than <00,000 Polish war prisoners in 


G erm any were entered several months ago in Geneva. 
Prison­ 


er." may be assigned to work not connected with war operations, 
but must be paid the customary wages. 
The hours of labor are 
limited and prison camps must have infirmaries and baths. 
Thus far, it is stated, no belligerent has placed any obstacle 
in the way of bringing out the facts regarding treatment of its 


prisoners of war. 
It is to be hoped that his humane treaty will 
continue to be a shining exception am ong the multitude of 
treaties that have become mere scraps of paper. 


ADVISES HOUSEWORK FOR BOYS 
Since many lathers nowadays are out of jobs, and mothers often 
have to make the family living, boys as well as girls should learn to do 
housework, says a woman educator. 
She thinks a time is coming when 
basic high school courses in home economics will be taken by both girls 
and boys. 
It certainly never hurt any child to do a little cooking. And some 
knowledge and experience of that sort helps a lot when mother for any 
reason happens to be absent at meal time. 
Probably it doesn't hurt boys either, to know how to sweep and 
make beds and so 011. And indeed, boys have been known to pride them­ 
selves on such skills. 


COMMON SENSE WILL AVERT ACCIDENTS 
The first rocking-tlie-boat tragedy of the 1940 season, ’reported 
from Pittsburgh, caused the death of two young men. 
The pressure and complexity of American life make for certain 
irreducible minimum of accidents. 
But the sad part of this country’s 
huge recoixLeach year is its long list of preventable accidents, caused by 
momentary foolhardiness of people on outings. 
The gun that isn’t loaded; the boat rockers; the grade crossing 
racers; the chance takers of all sorts and conditions recur from year to 
year like the perennial flowers of summer. And mast of the victims are 
young people. 
Nobody wants to take all, the fun out of life by urging an excess 
of caution on everybody who takes to the roads, the fields or the water 
for recreation. Just a little plain common sense is the ounce of preven­ 
tion needed to cut down materially these tragedies, caused usually by a 
single instant of gay thoughtlessness. 


HOW ONE FAMILY PAID FOR 
DEGREES 


Here is a thrilling story from a 
mother, which I print with permis­ 
sion : 
“Dear Dr. Myers: 
"My husband and I are breath­ 
ing easier since our twins have their 
df grees. 
"The time to consider the finances 
lor educating twins la the day they 
are born. A pair of boys came into 
our home one day and I decided 
they should have college courses if 
they wanted them. We laid 30 cents 
away that day toward the expense 
It just happened they were all the 
pennies the family purse held 
"One day my husband came home 
from work and I told him I had 
bought a building lot. 
He became 
interested and spent all his spare 
time putting up a house. 
After 
renting the house a while we sold it 
and used the money to get my hus­ 
band a college degree, so he could 
earn more to educate the children 
"Before he finished he borrowed 
the boys’ college fund to stretch hi3 
resources. This was paid back later 
at 6 per cent interest. As far as I 
know, they are the only sons who 
ever helped to finance their father’s 
education. 
"When the boys began to deliver 
newspapers I persuaded them to 
save their money so that when they 
got big they could have a nice auto­ 
mobile, a big house or a business, 
I did not mention college because no 
boy of 10 is interested in a college 
ocgree. But that is what I had in 
riind. in case they had to go to col­ 
lege to prepare themselves for the 
life work they 
would 
some day 
choose. 
“We had to come up for air, how­ 
ever. when they informed us that 
cne intended to study medicine, the 
other dentistry. 
Apparently 
they 
had not expected to be told it 
couldn’t be done. The decision wras 
all that concerned them. 
"We financed it by dividing the 
responsibility; father paid for meals, 
mother paid 100m rent and bought 
the clothing, the boys paid fees, tui- 
t on, and personal expenses from 
tneir savings. 
"When they finished none of us 
had borrowed any money, and there 
v as no debt to burden us. 
"My husband did not have a large 
income; but I feel that we were 
ideally situated financially to make 
the boys do their best. 
They were 
putting into their education all they 
had saved over a period of years, 
and we were doing the same. 
"I do not like the expression, ‘Af­ 
ter all I have sacrificed’, in regard 
to children. 
I tell my boys it was 
a privilege to have helped them 
reach their aim in life. 
Both boys 
are doing well and are happy in 
their work. 
And we their parents 
are thankful, so thankful. . . . It 
fcn’t so much what the family in- 
c* me is as what they do with it. 
"When our boys wanted a car 
they had to buy it out of their own 
savings. 
I feel that no boy should 
own a car until he has earned the 
money to pay for it. It is a good ex­ 
perience for him. I think I should 
have the degree of D. S.—dollar 
stretcher.”

Unique Antracite Region In­ 
dustry 
Is Gradually 
Disappearing

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., May 23 — 
Sulphur diamond jewelry, the m an­ 
ufacture of which has given the 
Wyoming valley a unique place in 
industry, will probably disappear at 
the close of this generation. 
Nearly a half century ago an an­ 
thracite miner, searching in the 
subterranean caverns of this region 
for anthracite, came upon a flash­ 
ing. flinty substance from which he 
fashioned a m iniature plaque. 
Questioning a jeweler friend con­ 
cerning its use, the miner made a 
beautiful setting and launched an 
industry that found markets in far 
off Africa and Australia. 
The first samples of pyrite dia- 
nonds proved to be the finest of 
specimens and early experimenta­ 
tion with special grinders, soap and 
water brought out the full glamor 
and beauty of the substance. 
The finished pieces of sulphur 
si-one were practically indestructi­ 
ble, and the natural formations 
could not be counterfeited. During 
the past few decades, thousands of 
settings made of this substance 
have found their way to all por­ 
tions of the globe. 
Today the supply is limited and 
the m aster crastsmen, men who 
made the material a thing of beauty, 
are only a pitifully small handful 
throughout the entire anthracite re­ 
gion.

Correspondent 
LONDON.—Shipbuilding is B rit­ 
ain’s No. 1 industry today.

These “soldier of industry” art 
building ships, With naval and mer­ 
cantile, at a rate'alm ost approaching 
B ritain s total losses suffered by U- 
c boat and mine warfare.

Men and youths are be­ 
ing called to do their bit not in 
the military spheres, but in the

Their work is regarded as

records in the history of shipbuild­ 
ing will be broken. 
Huge Volume Of Construction 
In the shipyards of Britain there 
axe today, in various stages of con­ 
struction, 
1,00»),000 tons of naval 
vessels, and 1,500,000 tons of new 
m erchant shipping. 
Warships of all kinds—battleships, 
aircraft-carriers, cruisers, destroy­ 
ers, submarine«* and small craft oi 
special design, are included in the 
gigantic 
naval 
program. 
Actual 
launchings average two a week. 
Of the merchant shipping laia 
down, much of which is already 
nearing completion, liners as well 
as scores of cargo-cum-passenger 
ships, tram p steamers of all sizes, 
and great numbers of trawlers ana 
coastal vessels are included. 
Naval expert* here record that 
the results of Germany’s “sink at 
sight” policy and “minekrieg,” have 
proven just as costly to them as 
to Britain. In fact they stress that 
it has resulted m an “insignificant 
net loss of British tonnage.’ 
Losses Caused By Enemy 
Figures show that since the be­ 
ginning Oi the war 500,000 tons of 
British m erchant shipping have been 
gunk by enemy action. It is claim­ 


ed here, however, that already nearly 
400.000 tons of thi£ total has been 
made good by building, by purchase 
from other flags, and by capture oi 
German vessels. 
It is added that these figures 
are more encouraging to British 
shipping when it is remembered thai 
British shipping, “unlike the bulk 
of German ships,” is constantly on 
the seas and although constantly 
open to attack, 99 per cent of B rit­ 
ish merchantmen have been return­ 
ing safely to port.

technique makes it possible to make 
accurate diagnoses of tuberculosis 
with X-rays. 
During the past six months 2,000 
persons were X-rayed with the new 
unit at the hospital’s tuberculosis 
clinic. 
Percentage of error in de­ 
tecting the disease was less than 
five per cent, Health Commissioner 
Henry F. Vaugh said, adding: 
“It is only reasonable to expect 
this incidence will be further re­ 
duced through continued use of the 
new technique.” 
The result of three years of re­ 
search by the General Electric Co., 
the new machine is the only one of 
its type in existence

Arthur H. James of Penn­ 
sylvania called upon th® Amer­ 
ican public to demand of Con­ 
gress that it remain in contin­ 
uous session pending completion 
of the National defense program 
and abatement of the interna­ 
tional crisis. 
The Republican governor, an un­ 
announced candidate for the G. O. 
P. presidential nomination coupled 
with this demand a suggestion that 
President 
Roosevelt 
“Take 
the 
whole question (of defense) com­ 
pletely out of politics” by announc­ 
ing he is not a candidate for a 
third term. 
Would Clear Atmosphere 
‘ One brief statement would clear 
the atmosphere" Governor James 
told the Republican State Central 
committee of Minnesota on the eve 
of its convention to select dele­ 
gates to the Republican national 
convention. The governor's address, 
entitled “Roosevelt or Peace” was 
broadcast last night over a nation­ 
wide network. 
It was essential that Congress re­ 
main 
in session, said 
Governor 
James. To prevent any possible mis­ 
use of defense funds to build up 
a “political war chest” he would 
urge the Pennsylvania delegation in 
congress to vote against adjourn­ 
ment. He added: 
To Correct New Deal Mistakes 
It was also necessary for Congress 
to remain In session, asserted Gov­ 
ernor James, to correct the mis­ 
takes made by the new deal which 
he added “As a body of political 
and economic theories died last 
Thursday.” That was the day the 
president delivered his billion-dol­ 
lar defense message to a joint ses­ 
sion of congress. 
The new deal, as a going eco­ 
nomic and political concern, went 
busted last Thursday,” said Gov­ 
ernor James “It needs a board of 
receivers to conserve its assets and 
reorganize it into something which 
will prevent its being a further li­ 
ability in our national economy. I 
know of no better receivership for 
the new deal than 
the national 
congress.” 
Governor James charged that a 
fifth column of communists within 
the government had delayed Ameri­ 
can preparations for defense.

Cool weather crops such as cab­ 
bage, potatoes and peas were thriv­ 
ing, but tomatoes, watermelons and 
cucumbers were held back in mid- 
May by freezing weather. 
Asparagus, the first harvest of 
which was made in Erie county, has 
failed to grow rapidly in other parts 
of the commonwealth. 
Frosts on 
May 10 froze tips in Indiana county. 
Farmers of Bucks and Philadelphia 
counties report curring has been 
light but quality excellent. 
Spinach, retarded by the un­ 
seemly cold weather, will have an 
average yield, it was stated. Crops 
in the Bucks-Philadelphia area have 
been plowed under due to the heavy 
stem but Allegheny county farmers 
expect an excellent yield. 
Strawberry plants are blooming in 
southeastern Pennsylvania, the de­ 
partment declared, and growers ex­ 
pect gratifying results. 
Rhubarb 
in the Bucks-Philadelphia locality 
needs more moisture, but early beets 
are in splendid condition, as well as 
early cabbage and onion crops.

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California Solves Problem 
Of Homeless Men, Replaces 
\ Jungle ’ With State Camps 


flnternatlonal New» Service) 
SACRAMENTO, Cal —The stum- 
blebum's haven and the panhand­ 
ler’s retreat during winter months 
when occasional jobs are lacking, 
need no longer be the “jungles" 
of large cities. 
Spotted up and down the length 
of California are “resident project 
camps” operated by the State Re­ 
lief Administration. 
The 
camps, 
near enough to large centers of pop­ 
ulation to take care of stranded, 
homeless men, house some 7.000 in­ 
digents. 
When harvest season ends in Cal­ 
ifornia and agriculture and indus­ 
trial employment charts show an 
abrupt down-plunge in work oppor­ 
tunities, hundreds of men have no 
recourse but to pound the pave­ 
ments trying to get an occasional 
handout. They are a familiar ad­ 
junct to any large city. 
Police 
pick scores of them up, booked as 
"vag roamers” and generally turn 
them loose next day on “floaters"— 
court orders to get out of town. 
11 Cent Meals 
In the past such homeless men 
have sought refuge in the “jungles” 
and shanty-towns skirting every 
major California city. With recog­ 
nition of the problem by state re­ 
lief officials, the resident camp was 
devised to answer the winter needs 
of single, unemployed men. 
The men are housed in barracks, 
fed meals at a cost of 11 cents a 
day per man and given work to do 
that is of value to the community. 
They clear out noxious weeds 
from agricultural areas, build roads, 
lay out irrigation projects, lay pipe 
and dig ditches. They are sent in 
squads to state parks to improve 
facilities, building trails, construct­ 
ing fire breaks, cutting wood. 
Most of the camps are in wooded 
or mountain districts. 
All have 
their own kitchens, bakeries, li­ 
braries, recreation halls and soft­ 
ball playing fields. 
Have Own Lannderies 
Some of the main camps have 
laundries where work is done for 
other 
resident 
camps. 
Central 
camps are equipped with hospitals, 
doctors and medical apparatus. 
A hog raising program has been 
started in some of the central Cal­ 
ifornia camps. 
The pigs are fed 
on kitchen swill which otherwise 
would be wasted. A certain amount 
of the hogs are cured for bacon, 
ham and sausage. At other times 


an occasional feast of roast pork 
is furnished the men. 
Says Ralph Wakefield, state su­ 
pervisor of the resident project 
bureau: 
« 
“Instead of shuffling about the 
streets 
panhandling 
citizens 
for 
nickles and dimes and perhaps 
turning into stumblebums, these 
men in the camps have a chance to 
build themselves up mentally and 
physically 
through healthy food 
and outdoor work."
